This 
is neither here nor there, yet it may 
be the answer to the question, or it 
may bo an exception to the rule.

His pre¬ 
sence here at this time was the Na¬ 
tional Dairy and Horse Exhibition, 
lasting for teu days, aud during his 
stay most of his time was spent at 
it taking notes for use of the 
Agricultural Students at Gallaudet. 
Tuesday evening a dinner was 
given in Prof. Drake’s honor by 
Superintendent and Mrs. Jones, to 
which all the Alumni of the College 
were invited, and all responded ex¬ 
cept four. The* dinner was ap¬ 
petizing and thoroughly enjoyed. 

After the diuner an adjournment 
was made to the reception room, 
where ways aud means and form of 
a memorial to Dr. E. M. Gallaudet 
were talked over.
